(amongst other things) enacted, That it should be lawful for every 
Lessor or Landlord in Ireland, or any person or persons empowered 
by him her or them, to take and seize, as a distress for arrears of rent 
all sorts of corn and grass, hops, roots, fruit, pulse or other product 
whatsoever, which should be growing on any part of estates so demised 
or holden, and the same to cut, gather, make, cure, carry and lay up 
when ripe in the bams or proper place on the premises so demised or 
holden ; and in case there should be no barn or proper place on the 
premises so demised or holden, then in any other bams or proper place 
which such Lessor or Landlord, or Lessors or Landlords should hire 
or otherwise procure for that purpose, and dispose of the same towards 
satisfaction of the rent for which such distress should have been taken, 
and of the charges of such distress and sale, in the same manner as any 
other goods and chattels distrained for nonpayment of rent :

Tenants, holding small tenements, depend for a considerable part of the 
year upon the growing crops for their daily food and nourishment : And

in which the total amount of yearly rent therein or thereby reserved,

have hold and enjoy the same rights privileges and exemptions hereby 
provided, and in the same manner as if he she or they were in
